“IT IS TIME TO MILK!” 


It is of record that once upon a time an Irishman stoic a 
watch and a Dutchman stole a cow. 
Both were caught and lodged 
in jail in adjoining cells. 
Time passed slowly and became tiresom 
under the conditions. To break the monotony and to twit the Irish­ 
man, the Dutchman said, “Pat, vat time it is?" And, characteristic 
of his nationality, Pat replied. “It is toime to milk.” 
it is legend that there came a time in the history of Denmark 
when, as a nation, poverty and seemingly insurmountable indebt­ 
edness stared her in the face— when the one great problem was 
that of restoring national solvency. 
Then it was that Denmark 
decided it was time to milk, and from that daj to this Denmark 
has advanced in prosperity until she ranks among the very richest 
countries per capita and as tile most noted producer of dairy 
products. 
Such is the significance of Bat's reply, “It is toime to 
milk," applied to nations. 
It is no secret that in the early days of Wisconsin wheat was 
grow continuously year after year until wheat would no longer 
grow profitably, nor would any other farm crop. 
The question 
of what to do arose and the reply was “ It is time to milk." 
In 
an address to bankers recently, the head of the Federal’ Reserve 
Bank of the Northwest made the statement that in Wisconsin there 
was not one of the nine hundred and ninety banks delinquent, and 
that they had sear more than fifty million dollars in the Chicago 
district during the year past; and this during a period when states 
that were practicing other forms of agriculture almost to the total 
exclusion of dairying were clamoring for credit. 
Such is the siv 
nificance of Bat’s reply, “ It is toime to milk,’’ applied to states. 
A community in North Dakota recently experienced its sixth 
consecutive crop failure. 
One crop failure would ordinarily suffice 
to discourage most sections, but not the stout-hearted men of this 
community, because in the early days of crop failures, when th*’ 
inevitable question of what to do was propounded, some one said 
“ It is time to milk." and in the year just referred to the average 
gross income from seventeen farms in the crop failure district 
was $ 2 , 3 2 5 . 8 3 . 
S t r a n g e as it may seem, these men, under the worst 
farming conditions, enjoyed greater prosperity than their fellow 
farmers in sections of the state that had bumper farm crops. 
Such 
is the significance of Bat's reply, “ It is toime to milk,” as it applies 
to communities. 
John W. Newman, former commissioner of agriculture of tim 
state or Kentucky, has eight farms derated by tenants. 
During the 
war the price of tobacco was high and these tenants specialized to 
tho extreme in growing the weed. 
Mr. Newman says they profited 
to the extent that each of them became worth from four to five 
thousand dollars. 
But, a little later, when the price of tobacco 
dropped, t h e y lost all they had made and began borrowing money 
from him. 
After loaning them a total of three thousand dollars 
Mr. Newman called J hem together and said, “ Not another cent will 
I loan you. 
I will place on each of your farms ten cows, eight 
sows and one hundred chickens, and, if you can't make money off 
the farms, you can go to hell.” 
In other words he told them. “ It 
is time to milk.” 
Continuing, Mr. Newman says, “since that time 
those tenants are coming to me with money instead of for money." 
Such is the significance of Bat’s reply, “It is toime to milk." as it 
applies to individuals. 
From every section of the United States has been coming the 
cry that farm crops are selling below cost of production and yet the 
individual, the community, the state or the nation that is milking 
good cows, breeding up productive herds and caring for them well 
is prospering. Compared with prices of all other farm commodities 
and on the basis of cost of production, the prices of dairy products 
have been nearly as high since the war as they were at any tim* 
during the war. 
Further arguments are unnecessary to carry the 
conviction that of all times within tho memory of the present 
generation the hour has arrived when to every man who farms 
there is much significance in Pat’s reply, “ It is toime to milk.” 


TERRACING WORK

farms.

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Malting Next Year’s 
Cotton crop Should 
Besin Now— 


Rains and cooler weather have contributed 
much to the multiplication of a fat crop of 
boll weevils that are infesting the plants and 
living- on the fresh young growth at this time. 
These weevils will go into winter quarters in 
fine shape and emerge next spring to repro­ 
duce themselves 1275 times to the pair.. But 
the potential injury may be enormously de­ 
creased by following the recommended plan 
of the experts, which is that of turning the 
plants under after the cotton has been picked 
at a time which should antequate the first 
appearance of frost by at least a week or ten 
days. The weevil feeds on nothing but cotton 
and being deprived of his natural food for 
several days before his natural time of hiber­ 
nation leads to his starvation and death. 
The probability is that unless farmers act 
promptly and quickly an enormous number 
of the pest will come out next spring to attack 
the crops. Small results will be served by act­ 
ing individually. The work must be done by 
tile collective action of the neighborhood. So 
start a movement in your neighborhood to 
plow under the plants as quickly as possible.
